—the people’s right. to know 


is choked off then it becomes re- 
latively easy to destroy freedom 
of religion, speech and assembly 

Freedom of information is 


‘something that has to be main- 


tained in our community, in all 
communities. 


Newspapermen everywhere 
are fighting with every avail-. 
able weapon to hang on to the 
right to freedom of the press. 
More than one movement has 
been started across this great 
country to hamstring the 
newspapers. 


If our newspapers are not al- 
ert they will become a sounding 
brass and a tinkling cymbal of 
those who disagree with the the- 
ery of an informed public. 

Fool with the American press 
to stifle information that should 
be made public and you are knif- 


ing at the heart of one of our - 


four basic freedoms—speech, re- 
ligion, assmbly, press. 


A newspaperman’s trust is 
to tell the citizens what goes 
on in their community. To tell 
them of the activities which af- 
fect their health, welfare and. 
livelihood. 


Publication of news stories 
concerning public activities is a 
basic fundamental function of 
the American press. Publication 
of these news stories so the ci- 
tizens may know what is going 
on in their community does not 
mean that the publisher approves 
of everything that is reported. . 


~ Newspapers are mirrors re- 
flecting public activities. Good 
citizens who do not like some 
activities that are reported 
feel it is their duty to do some- 
thing «about correcting them; 
and they are ever grateful to 
the newspaper that brought 
them out. ; ; 


When a publisher is no long- 
er allowed to point out the ills 
of society in order that some- 
thing might be done to correct 
them then we no longer have a 
newspaper. 

When a publisher is no longer 
allowed to publish facts as he ga- 
thers them then we no longer 
have a newspaper. 

If a newspaper can be forced 
to publish only select information 
then we no longer have a news- 
paper. 


When newspapermen are 
barred from scanning public 
files, the police record, coun- 
ty records or publishing 
straight news accounts of pub- 
lic meetings, then we no long- . 
er have a newspaper. 


When a publisher prints only 
news stories of which he ap- 
proves then we no longer have 
a newspaper. 

When a publisher favors in- 
dividuals, organizations or cer- 
tain. groups over others in the 
community then we no longer. 
have a newspaper. 

When a publisher allows tam- 
pering or doctoring of his news 
stories then we no longer have a 
newspaper. 


What we do have under 
these sort of conditions is a 
printed sheet going out to the 
public, devoid of the truth 
with no shred of honesty to be 
found among its pages. 


The basic job of the American 
press is to inform the public, ac- 
curately and honestly without 
bias in its newspaper accounts. 
When that work is prohibited we 


erush the rock upon which our 


American freedom was founded. 


The first publisher who 
quits because he is afraid to 
correctly inform the residents . 
of his community, opens the 
door to a miserable failure of 
our great democratic way of 


life.

Residents, merchants, Rotary Club members and 
plenty of visitors are asking when is East Jordan 
going to get street signs and house numbers through-

‘Speaking of signs, the City and the businessmen's 
association are working steadily toward: erecting 
signs on all highways and roads leading into the city.

Others are wondering when East Jordan will get 
city mail delivery. 

Plans underway by the new owners of Jordan Inn 
are looked forward to with enthusiasm. A good hotel 
aids a community in many important ways. 

Much discussion has centered around future use 
of the community building on Main street. 

Beautifying and advertising the city as a whole re- 
ceives regular discussion at merchant meetings as 
well as other group meetings around town. 

What is becoming of the Charlevoix county fair 
and what additional use can be made of the fair- 
grounds is a topic of current discussion, also. 

It is pleasing to note that the majority of talk about 
our city is carried on with a positive and constructive 
attitude. . rr 

Constructive sugestions on overall improvement 
_ of the community are always welcomed. Here in East 
Jordan we have a large number of citizens who are. 
willing to put their shoulders to the wheel when ask- 
ed to aid in improving the city. 

More people than there are in the city of Grand 
Rapids have been dropped from the federal payrolls 
since January, according to the civil service commis- 
sion.

Use of certified seed has boos- ~ 
ted Michigan potato yields and 


put better potatoes on the table, 
reminds Henry C. Moore, Mich- 
igan State College farm crops 
specialist. In 1920, there was a 
disease tolerance of 10 per cent 
and a yield of 138 bushels per 
acre in certified fields, notes 
Moore. In 19538, the disease tol- 
erance was cut to 1 per cent and 


the yield increased to 315 bush- 


els, 


Twelve varieties were grown 


Russet Rurals and Sebagos ac- 
counting for 72 per cent of the 
crop; other important varieties 
include Katahdin, Green Moun- 
tain, Chippewa, Irish Cobbler, 
Sequoia and Pontiac. Russet Ru- 
rals have been a leading variety 
in northern areas for 40 years, 
have a high dry-matter content 
and keep well; they are a favor- 
ite of chippers. Sebagos are the 
most important potatoes in cen- 


tral and southern Michigan, have - 


good cooking quality and looks, 
and yield well and resist scab on 
both muck and upland soils.
